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    How the Hawaii Revised Statutes (HRS) is (Potentially) Affected  

Wondering how the Hawaii Revised Statutes (HRS) may be affected by the bills that have 

been sent off to the Governor? The Legislative Reference Bureau (LRB) has made it easy for 

you to find out which bills may affect particular statutory sections. Just go to the LRB website 

(lrb.hawaii.gov) and, under “Publications,” select “Session Reports.” Then, select 

“Supplemental Information Relating to Bills Passed.” After a subject index of all the bills that 

survived the legislature, there appears a chart. It shows each potentially affected section of 

the HRS and indicates which bills, if enacted, would affect them. If an HRS section does not 

appear in the chart, there is no pending legislation that will have a direct effect on it. The chart 

also indicates which bills affect the Session Laws of Hawaii. It’s important to note that this 

report is compiled before we’ve reached the Governor’s deadline for action on the bills in his 

possession. It won’t be until after July 12 that we will definitely know which of the 2022 

Regular Session bills will become law. And remember, the date the new laws go into effect 

can be found by looking at the last section of the newly enacted legislation. 
 

    A Great Index of What Passed the Legislature  

As mentioned in the previous section, the “Supplemental Information Relating to Bills Passed” 

report has a wonderful subject index of all the bills that passed the Legislature. So, if you 

don’t find what you’re looking for using the search features (Keyword Search or Subject 

Search) on the Legislature’s website, or just prefer an old fashioned index to browse, this 

report is the place to go. You can look under the index for “Animals”, for example, and easily 

browse to see if there is legislation that relates to cats, cruelty, dogfighting, dogs, etc. It’s 

especially helpful when you don’t know the exact search term to use on the website or are 

interested in a broad subject. Take a look and see if this resource might be of help!  

Remember, this report covers the legislation that passed out of the Legislature — some of the 

bills may end up not being enacted. (Don’t forget to let the Governor know your views on 

pending legislation!)
